A Review of Revaluation And Its Effect On Tax Rate 
and Taxes and Other Things of Interest 


In the year 1929 Government owned land in 
Eenton comprised 10,259 acres. State owned lands 
were 600 acres. 

Value on most of the remaining lands had re- 
mained stationary for from 5 to 11 years. The 
tax rate was $2.47. 

In the year 1930 all property was looked over” 
trying to establish an eqval valuation for all with 
the following results. Number of residents totaled | 
33. Of'these 21; were raised and 12 remaining same. 
Increases in value running from $50.00 to $6,150.00° 
with following percent in increased taxes. Ten 
showed an increase of from 26 cents to $55.87 and 
twenty-three showed a decrease of from 50 cents to 
$13.22, larger percent of decrease caused by lower tax 
rate even though value on their property had been 
raised. 
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On total of 36 mon-resident value of 17 was 
raised, 19 remaining same. Increases ran from 24 
cents to $8110.00 with following change in taxes. 


_ Eleven showed increase of 39 cents jto $86.67, and 25 
| showed decrease from 5 cents to $18.92. Larger 
decreases in taxes account lower tax rate. Other 
results of this revaluation were the finding of 140 
acres of timber land which records fail to show any 
taxes applied for period of over ‘twelve years. Found 
some parcels of land being taxed for less than deed 
acreage. The establishing of values for hill farms 
on poor roads and those on state highways with 
meadow land. Finding of farms and _ real estate 
lving across road from each other both comparable, 
and yet a wide difference in value had been shown. 
It was only fair to all tax payers to adjust this. We 
sincerely believe if the value on any one piece of 
| property in this town is too high, then this would ap- 
ply to each and every piece of land and real, estate. 


On account of advice of owners and their objetc- 
tion to paying their taxes 1929 claiming to have sold 
to U. S. Government, and further influenced by the 
handing to your town clerk and your selectmen by a 
| government, official on March 23, 1930, of papers 
showing sale of same, your selectmen set aside these 
parcels of land taking from tax set up. But an in- 
ventory was asked for and papers covering taxes. on 
all this property were turned over to tax collector to 
' safeguard town for taxes should deal not go through. 
_ The town got the taxes’ and as explained to us they 
; came indirectly from the U. S. Government and were 
_ turned over to the town treasurer by collector. 


When this was known your Road Agents were 
_ allowed to exceed their appropriations to repair and 
| put in new culverts and reconditioning highways, 
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generally for good of roads in fall and construction 
in the Spring. 

The year 1930 brought Benton out of the debit 
column to a credit town with cash in its-trgasury. 

This year, 1931, the town was obliged to take 
from its books 11,686.50 acres carrying a value of 
$116,365.00. This account taken over by U. 8S. Gov- 
ernment this being property in question last year, 
also 50 acres valupy! $700.00 taken over State of New 
Hampshire. A tax of $1550.63 was collected on these 
properties last year.

By not accepting 
siate aid construction m year 1930 the town was 
able to do state aid construction to amount of $1298.00 
this year at cost of $298.00 to town whereby had 
we done this in 1930, the same would have cost the 
town $649.00 at ratio then prevailing. A bad piece 
of road was resurfaced this year that should prove a 
benefit to some of the 'tax payers. 

Railing has been put up at most of the bad places 
in town. The town of Benton is comprised of 31,232 
acres. Of these the U. S. Government and State 
of New Hampshire now own 22,595 acres.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Benton: 


I herewith present my second annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 


During the year 1930-1931, the total enrollment 
was 22; percent of attendance, 93.16; pupils not 
absent nor tardy, 1; schools visits by board mem- 
bers, 1; by superintendent, 25; by citizens, 16. 
Of the twenty-two pupils in the school three were 
non-residents for whom the town charged tuition. 
In addition to those at Benton Street the district 
paid tuition for 1 high school and 13 elementary pu- 
pils attending school in other towns. Harland 
McKean was on the roll of honor for perfect atten- 
dance. 


This year there has been an enrollment of 24. 
The teacher is Mrs. Ruby C. Beecher. The regular 
work is going well and the children are interested 
iii various extra curricular activities. The public 
programs given on several occasions furnished an 
excellent opportunity for practige in public speaking 
and for developing the feeling of confidence to face 
an audience and meet strangers. 


The building would be much more comfortable if 
the school room could be enlarged, a_ circulating 
heater, and new toilets installed.
